We read of no attempt 
to elevate the fire escape. Was there one at hand? 
It was too late, of course, when the Police engine 
came; by that time the children and their mother 
lay but a mass of cinders. Let us see how they regu- 
late their system of fire escapes in London.

The Royal Society for the protection of life 
from fire has marked out the English metropolis into 
fifty-five squares of half a mile each, and in the most 
central part of them they have established a station 
at which a fire escape and a trained conductor are to 
be found allthe year round, from eight o’clock in the 
evening until six o’clock in the morning. There is 
thus a means of escape ready within a quarter of a 
mile of every house in London. 

The machine used is a very simple one, and readily 
put in action. The main ladder is thirty-five feet 
high, and the upper ladder, which folds over it, can 
readily be raised by the pulling of a single rope. 
Under the whole length ofthe ladder runs a trough, 
or bag of canvas, covered by slight copper wire. 
The person to be rescued enters the mouth of the 
trough, and slides down the bulging canvas in the 
gentlest manner. If the smoke and fume of the

conductor enters the building and searches for them. 
Is it too much to say, that if a fire escape and a 
trained conductor had been within five minutes’ run 
of Mary’s-lane, some of those six lives would have 
been saved? 

This is a subject which comes home to us all. We 
have our wives and children, and the slightest 
accident may make us and them victims to flame. It 
is awful to fancy communication cut off, and a father 
helplessly witnessing the children beating against 
the nursery bars, in a vain effort to escape. Our 
houses are not constructed so as to afford almost a 
chance of escape if the fire breaks out below. Let 
every man ask himself how would he escape, and how 
could he rescue his wife and children and dependants 
if hisown house were on fire to-night? Few of us 
have any means of flight but to throw ourselves 
from windows, at the risk of life and limb. Few of 
us have any other resource for our children when we 
can reach them. In the agony of fear and the flutter 
of excitement we may run inte the very jaws of death 
and neglect the most obvious expedients. We can- 
not imagine that any man who pictures all this 
to himself, or who reads of Monday's horrors, 
will be insensible to the absolute necessity there is for 
acomplete arrangement of fire escapes through this 
crowded city. Dublin should be parcelled out into 
squares of halfa mile. We should have the fire es- 


sistent with his character that he should be the instru- 
ment to disappoint the hopes he has excited. The Em- 
peror of France is not his ally; he acknowledges no al- 
legiace any more to him than he does to the Emperor 
of Austria; he has no care for the interests of either;

In such an event 
it would, in all probability, be an outbreak of frenzy 
and ineffectual bloodshed, but its responsibilities

a maritime people can be directed. We are not among 
those who believe that the introduction of steam has 
effected so entire a revolution in maritime warfare that 
the qualities of seamanship will count for less than they 
have hitherto done. It is true that steam may, in a cer-

All his 
lieutenants who worked with him in 1848 are left in 
their commands. Bixio, De Medici, Quintini, Cozens, 
and the gallant officers who led the Chasseurs des Alpes 
are at Rimini and Bologna, while the patriot Fanti,a 
Crimean hero, fitly fills the v acancy of Commander-in 
Chief of Central Italy. The first gun fired will bring 
the Italian Washington back into the field. 

The confidence in Piedmont is clearly evinced by the 
result of its appeal for a loan of 100 million francs, 
representing a rente of 5 millions frances. 400 million 
have been offered, representing a rente of 20 million 
francs ; and the offers for the rente came in this propor- 
tion :—Turin, 10 millions rente; Milan, 4; Genoa, 2; 
Leghorn and Florence, I; Piedmontese and Lombard 
towns, 2 millions collectively ; Chamberry, 22,500 francs; 
Nice, 103,000 francs; Annecy, 30,000 francs. Savoy, 
being poor, has shown patriotism to the extent of its 
purse. 

A very important move has just been made in France, 
where the feeling against arbitrary edicts and the com- 
plete jJisregard of any other legal control or check, save 
the Imperial prerogative, has grown to such an extent 
that public opinion seeks some channel for its manifesta- 
tion. Count d’Haussonville has just submitted to the 
Battonnier derom Avocats the leading barrister of the coun- 
try,a series of Constitutional questions on which his 
opinion is required :'— 

1. Can Frenchmen, under the present regime, lawfully 
petition the Chambers or executive power for any change 
in legislation they deem advisable ? 

2. Can they venture to express an opinion that 
existing laws are at variance with the great rights and 
franchises conquered by the French nation in the 
revolution of 1789 ? 

3. Are the enactments of 17th February, 1852, an en 
croachment ornot on the inviolability of property in 
Frauce? 

4. Is the proclaimed sovereignty of the people thtough 
universal suffrage reconcileable with the denial of right 
to petition for redress and alteration in Imperial decrees? 
5. Can any law prevent the printing, on an author’s 
responsibility, in a separate form, what is refused 
publicity in public journals? 

This last point has been raised by the arbitrary 
seizure of some recent phamphlet's before ‘they were even 
published.

miles, and occupied three months. He proceeded from 
Galway to Newfoundland, thence to New York, Wash- 
ington, the Southern and Western States, and Canada, 
whence he went to Boston an] New York, from 
O’Brien 
through this immense coun- 
try as one continued ovation granted him by both 
the native and foreign population; and remarked 
that Washington himself might have been content with 
the honours which were heaped upon him at his departure 
from New York. With respect to the general remarks 
which he had to make on America, his hearers should 
bear in mind that he did not cross the Atlantic for the 
purpose of beholding fine scenery or objects of curi- 
osity and interest, but to ascertain what was the con- 
dition of 8 population, and he was happy 
to inform them he found their condition much 
better than he expected. Before landing in America 
his impression was, that many of the Irish emigrants 
were little better than hewers of wood and drawers of 
water; but, so far from that being the case, he found in 
every district which he visited many Irishmen occu- 
pying as high and as enviable social itions as 
the members of any other race. In New York, Phila- 
delphia, Charleston, and the other great cities which 
he visited, he was introduced to many Irishmen who, 
in wealth, in manners, and respectability, were 
fully equal to the most successful professional or mer- 
cantile men in the world. As regarded the labouring 
population, they were probably in possession of more of 
the comforts of life than the same class in any other 
part of the world. The usual wages ofthe labourer was 
one dollar a day, though in some cases, and under 
peculiar circumstances, it was as high as two dollars; 
and he was informed that the labourer could live on 
half a dollar a day. But this was not the only advantage 
which he possessed in America; he had there ample 
opportunity to purchase land at comparatively little 
cost, and tlius improve his condition to a degree not to 
be attained in Ireland. He was sorry, however, to state 
that he had been informed by many of the labouring 
population, that much of their earnings were squandered 
upon intoxicating drinks. But, notwithstanding the 
prosperous condition of the labourer in America, if he 
were asked would he advise a man to emigrate under any 
circumstances, he certainly would not, for increase of 
wealth did notalways compensate for the loss of home. 
To many, sentiment was dearer than wealth, and he was 
not one of those who would cast ridicule upon the mind 
which clung to old traditions, to old places, and to old 
connections. On this subject he would say to any man, 
if he could live comfortably at home, then he should re- 
main at home; but if he had no other alternative than 
either to remain in his native country as a slave and a 
beggar, or to earn a competency and independence in a 
foreign land, then, by all means, he should embrace the 
latter. As regarded the social condition and the pro- 
gress made in Canada, compared with those in the United 
States, he did not agree with most travellers, for he 
believed that the people in Canada were fully as pros- 
perous as their southern neighbours, and just as con- 
tent with their condition. The lecturer then considered 
the question of slavery inits social and political bearings. 
He did not think that any abstract argument could be 
adduced in support of it; nor had he seen any degree of 
kindness towards the slaves which could justify it. On 
the contrary, he held that freedom in its most savage 
form was prefetable to slavery in its kindest aspects. 
Still, he was bound to add, in candour, that during his | 
tour through the Southern States, he saw no evidence 
of cruelty towards the slaves, and he had associated with 
slaveholders of whose humanity and kindness there 
could be no question. There was no doubt, however, 
that the slaves were sometimes cruelly treated, but he 
believed that that was not generally the case, as the 
slave Was too valuable to his owner to allow him to be 
ill treated. He would also add, that however he 
might sympathise with the efforts of the Abolition 
party in the Northern States, he was afraid there 
were good grounds for the assertion that the violence, 
the bitterness, and pertinacity with which ‘they 
urged their views were calculated to increase the rigours 
of the slaveholding system, and put still farther off the 
period of emancipation. On the whole, he considered 
slavery tis not only incapable of defence, but as exceed- 
ingly 4 if not ruinous to any community, which 
continued it. The lecturer then dwelt at some length 
upon the tendency to Filibusterism in the United States, 
and, having condemned it upon moral grounds, warned 
the Americans against it. He believed that their true 
policy consisted in consolidating, rather than in extend- 
ing their dominion, which might risk the existence of 
the Republic by dissolving its cohesion. During the 
delivery of the lecture, Mr. ©’Brien was frequently 
cheered, especially when he referred, which he con- 
trived to do on several occasions, to his former com- 
panions in arms, and to the attempts of a perfidious 
Government to crush their patriotic aspirations, It is 
quite clear from the tone of Mr. O’Brien’s thoughts 
that his revolutionary proclivities still survive the degra- 
dation and the sneers to which he has been subjected, and 
that he only awaits an opportunity to carry out his former 
ambitious and destructive projects. As a whole, the 
lecture will hardly add anything to Mr. O’Brien’s repu- 
tation. It was long and dull, totally wanting in origi- 
nality and descriptive eloquence; and, if delivered by any 
other man, would hardly have commanded the patience 
of the assembly to which it was addressed for an hour. 
We understand, however, that he is to resume the thread 
of his discourse on some future occasion, when it would 
be well for him to treat his readers to a lecture which 
would not consist of the merest commonplaces, of 
threadbare knowledge, and allusions to exploded political 
events in which even his former most devoted adherents 
have lost all interest.

His answer was, they needed it to de- 
fend themselves from the Protestants, by whom they 
were surrounded ; and when asked why the French 
Canadians also should not have the Bible in their tongue 
to defend themselves, replied it was so forbidden by the 
Church, and that he could not enter into any discussion.” 


STRANGE CARGO—BONES FROM SEBASTOPOL: 

We are told that a ship laden with 237 tons of bones, 
last from Sebastopol, arrived in England on the 25th 
ult. The fact is gravely announced, and we would ask 
seriously—Is it true? Are these the bones of the Rus- 
sian or of the allied soldiers ? Are these the bones of 
horses and of other animals which perished in the siege ? 
Are they the bones of men and of animals commingled, 
and now exported by Russia and imported by English 
speculators to manure our fields? The subject is one 
which must be so painful to many persons whose rela- 
tives and friends were engaged in the late war that it 
would be well if it were quickly and quietly set at rest. 
All we know of the matter is, that an English ship has 
just arrived in port with—among other articles of freight 
—237 tons of bones from’ Sebastopol. We repeat that 
the matter requires explanation. 

The Times, from which the foregoing remarks are 
taken, grounds them upon the following statement:— 

The ship, Friends, Captain Turner, arrived in port, 
from Sebastopol, after a run of 84 days, encountering 
very heavy weather, which had the effect of greatly pro- 
longing the voyage. She brings 180 pieces of cannon 
(some of which weigh five tons) and 237 tons of bones. 
We learn from the captain that the town and fortress of 
Sebastopol yet bear numerous indications of the late 
dreadful struggle. In the harbour, where 71 men of 
war and other vessels were sunk, the American explor- 
ing company are busily engaged in raising the Rus- 
sian fleet. 300 men are employed daily by that com- 
pany, and they have up to the present time raised 
30 of the 71. The largest of the ships they are 
blowing to pieces, and the entrance to the harbour is 
now made quite navigable again. In the town itself 
little has been done fn the way restoring the dilapi- 
dation and shattered ruins of the once fine and noble 
mansions, hospitals, aud large public edifices, and it is 
doubtful whether anything ever will be done, at least 
before the lapse of another generation. The only thing 
accomplished is the reconstruction of a few churches 
and the putting into condition the various graveyards 
containing the remains of those who fell in that me- 
morable campaign. The Malakoff is a complete 
ruin, marvellous even in its desolation. Both 
here and at Inkermann the ground is still strewn with 
bullets, and a corps of Jews, who have contracted with 
the Russian Government for permission to collect 
scattered debris of this kind, may be seen daily with 
hooks and rakes turning up the earth for their leaden 
treasure. In consideration of their privilege, the Govern- 
ment is paid a percentage on what is recovered. With 
the money realised in this way it is intended to build a 
church, at a place where the greater portion of their 
soldiers are buried, just close to Inkermann. In Sebas- 
topol, the hospitals, once of great magnitude, are now 
altogether in ruins, or partly occupied by some poor 
families, who have made them weatherproof. The 
principal portion of the residents in Sebastopol consists 
of the families of those who are employed in raising the 
sunken vessels. There are few, however, scattered 
about the outskirts of the city.—Eastern Counties 
Herald.

Corry, who had been sent for, was in attendance, and 
on examining the injuries received by Mr. Dinnen and 
Mr. Joyce’s children, he had the former removed to the 
General Hospital, where he lies under surgical treat- 
ment, and the latter to his own residence, Victoria- 
street. Miss Joyce, who was coming into school in 
Belfast, remains at Dr. Corry's, where every neces 
sary attention has been paid to her; and her bro- 
thers, after having recovered somewhat from the 
shock which they received, were sent home to 
Thornhill. Mr. Joyce came to town at an early 
hour in the day to have any required arrangements 
made for the comfort of his children. Mr. Walker 
was taken to the Plough Hotel, where Drs. Strong and 
Purdon have been since attending him. One of his legs 
is so much swollen that the medieal gentlemen can 
hardly come to a positive conclusion as to whether it is 
broken or not, but they rather lean to the opinion that 
it is not. Mr. Duffield was removed to his residence, 
near Dundonald. Dr. Strongand Dr. Pirrie visited the 
several patients during the day, on the part of the rail- 
way company, to ascertain the amount of injury re 
ceived by each.

The officers of the 
other railway companies were almost all present in 
about an hour after the accident, to see tor them- 
selves the nature of it, and to learn the amount of injuries 
sustained by all parties. 
The results might have been much more serious 
and melancholy than they even have been, were it 
not that the speed of the engine had been slacked at 
the time, and the train was approaching the platform 
at a slow speed. It is thought, too, that the waggon 
of flour served to break the force of the coneussion 
otherwise a large number of carriages might have 
been broken, and the passengers, at least, bruised 
considerably. 
There can hardly be a doubt but this accident, if it 
can be properly called such, took place throug, the 
negligence and carelessness of the points man.” 
Had he taken the simple precaution to ascertain

Lord Canning left Calcutta on his ‘ progress’ on the 
morning of October 10, arriving at Allahabad in the 
evening of the 14th.

There are not 
wanting those who, in order to rob us of sympathy and 
reputation, cast every day in our teeth the name and 
accusation of revolutionists; and by this undefined 
word, which awakens the suspicion of diplomacy, and 
creates alarm in the timjd, as they cannot fasten on us 
the charge of open anarchy, they seek to incriminate our 
political faith and our intentions as if the principles 
which we profess were to those principles on 
which the political settlement of Europe rests. Our 
enemies would have rejoiced at any, even the slightest 
symptoms of disorder, even of those disorders which are 
inevitable in the best constituted States, but they would 
exult still more at the most distant manifestation of 
principles not in accordance with the most rigorous 
orthodoxy. 

“ But we are revolutionists neither in practice nor in 
theory. 

“ Placed in the hardest and most difficult circum- 
stances in which ever a civilised people has found itself, 
we have made provision, as far as our power admitted, 
for the government of the country. The traditions of 
our fathers have been able to suggest to us the elemen- 
tary rules of the art of Government but our past misfor- 
tunes and the sad experiences of the past and the 
practical sense which Providence has conferred on our 
people, and the end which we have in view allowed ts 
neither to invoke a post, which has its glorious memories 
of history, nor to go in chase of fallacious Utopias. In the 
presence of the enemy, and amongst the gers by 
which we were surrounded, we had very different de- 
sires than those of giving way to perilous illusions, or 
of attempting uncertain experiments. i : 

“ Thus firm in practising and in defending the social 
and civil principles on which the family, the society, 
and the State are based, we were egually firm in main- 
taining our faith in that constitutional monarchy which 
was always the faith of the majority of the Tuscans. 
Supreme reasons of order dictated the resolution of 16th 
August ; supreme reasons of order dictated the reso- 
lution of 20th August.

charge the duties ofa King, by ruling us with wisdom 
and by defending us with valour.” 


SARDINIA. 

Turin, Novxunzu 17.—The telegraph has brought 
you the skeleton of the news about the refusal of the 
Regency. It remains now for your correspondent to 
clothe over that skeleton by giving you as many details 
as have come to his knowledge. As usual with schemes 
which fail, no one carcs very much to acknowledge it 
as his own. In the present instance, above all, the 
question being to prove the unanimity and spontaneity 
of thqtour Assemblics and Governments of Central Italy, 
this denial of paternity becomes almost a duty. The 
idea itself is, as you will remember, old, and only the 
scheme of carrying it out at this moment is new. Al- 
ready at the time when the annexation was voted by 
the assemblies of Central Italy, the Prince of Carignan 
was thought of as Regent, but the idea was soon given 
up out of deference to our great ally. 

It is the governors of Central Italy who get the credit 
of having revived the idea of a Regency at the time of 
their meeting at Forli. Nor is this improbable, for 
already there it was becoming clearer every day that 
the provisional state, if continued much longer, would 
lead to no good. This eonviction has been growing 
ever since. The almost unexampled attitude of mode- 
ration and order which Central Italy presented was 
due not to the power of the Government, but to the 
absence of any disturbing cause, and those who had to 
govern felt, of course, more than any one else, their own 
weakness. The re-action, supported by priestly in- 
fluence and the Mazzinian element, became evident. 
These two extremes, it was easy to foresee, could 
only be mastered by an active advance towards the 
Union, that talisman which has kept them in check 
hitherto. Before the treaty of Zarich was concluded, 
and before the Eroperor’s letter appeared, there was less 
danger, for there was still the hope of obtaining by 
regular negociations the union which Mazzinians and 
Republicans, just as much as any one else, desired ; but 
as soon as this hope was, if not cut short, at any rate 
considerably dimimished, there was the danger of a 
possible union ot the two extremes in one common aim 
—namely, to get rid of the present state of things, 
and to put an end to the anomalous interregnum 
under which Ceutral Italy has been living hitherto. 

The Piedmontese (Government could naturally not 
shut its eyes to this danger ; indeed, it was its duty to 
avert it, if it belicved that danger real; if, on the con- 
trary, it was not quite so persuadcd, it was folly on its 
part not to use its influcnce to avert a step which was 
sure, in case of failure, to compromise it, and throw all 
the responsibility on it. The Piedmontese Government 
now naturally enough denies all participation in the re- 
cent events in Central Italy, and diseinims the credit or 
discredit of having in any way guided the resolution of 
the Assemblies and Governments south of the Po. 
Considering the timidity and irresolution of its policy 
hitherto, the Piedmontese Government, as such, 
may probably be absolved frow the crime of having 

a bold resolution; but if the Government, 
as such, bad no share in the transaction, it will be diffi- 
cult to persuade any one that, with the constant com- 
munications which take place between Turin and 
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other hard, it 

to replace him, for that somebody may have 
a will and energy of his own, which would be inconve- 
cient. A few hours will probably decide the question, 
if it is not already decided, for not unlikely the Tuscan 
deputation may have instructions as to its course of 
action 


Yesterday Garibaldi, who had arrived the day before, 
left this for Nizza, having tendered his gnation, 
which was accepted. This fact, to which I shall have 
to revert, gives the key to the policy which Piedmont 
will follow after the lesson it has lately received from 
Paris, The pact between it and its powerful protector 
begins to bear its fruit.— Times. 


MOROCCO. 

The Moniteur de [Armee gives the following de- 
scription of the Emperor of Morocco’s treasure-house 
at Mequines :'— 

In the middle of the gardens stands a fortress with 
a triple wall, perfectly armed and defended. In the 
central enclosure rises a stone building lighted only 
from the roof. It is entered through three iron doors, 
one after the other. The pavement of the interior is 
of black marble, and at one end is a large opening, 
through which the gold and silver coin, bullion, and 
jewels are conveyed to the treasury below. This last- 
mentioned place is an extensive vault, divided into 
compartments of equal size, in each of which the value 
of 1,000,000 piastres is stored. The nett produce of the 
taxes is lodged in the treasury every three months. The 
Emperor himself, when at Mequinez, is present on the 
occasion ; but in his absence he names three of the chief 
officers of his household to attend for him, knowing 
well that mutual distrust will scarcely allow them 
to concert a robbery, and, if they should do so, they 

would soon betray each other, or be denounced ty 
the black guardians of the place. When the Imperial 
treasury was first established the money was kept in 
large earthen jars; but on one occasion the contents of 
ten were abstracted, and the robbery was concealed 
by filling the jars with earth, and covering the top 
with gold pieces. The theft was not discovered imme- 
diately; but a black, who had seen the robbers in 
the act, and had been nearly murdered by them 
and left for dead, afterwards recovered, and 
gave information against them. The Emperor ordered 
the ten thieves to be decapitated, and directed that their 
heads should be placed in the ten jars which they had 
emptied, as a warning toothers. These vases are still 
in the treasury, placed on marble pedestals. Muley 
Ismail’s successor, determined to adopt a different 
arrangement, and built the vault now existing. The 
Emperor Muley Soleiman, well known for his cruelty, 
was accustomed, after the quarterly deposits, to have 
all the blacks put to death who had been engaged in the 
operation. Abderrahman, his successor, abolished this 
atrocious usage, but he decided that the blacks employed 
in arranging the money in vaults should never leave the 
building. It would therefore be useless for them to 
steal the treasure, as they are separated from the rest of 
the world, and could neither spend nor conceal it. ””

CHANCERY APPEAL COURT—Yesrerpay. 
(Before the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Justice of 
Appeal.) 

In re Lanauze. 

The Court delivered judgment in this case, which has 
been already noticed, reversing the decision given in the 
Landed Estates Court. 

Lane r. Eyre. 

This case came before the court upon appeal from the 
Landed Estates Court. Mrs. Lane, the appellant, on 
her marriage, had certain property in the county Tip- 
perary, called Lane’s Park, charged with a sum 
of £1,000. The same property was subsequently 
charged with a loan of £13,000, which was advanced by 
Mr. Eyre, the respondent. Upon the occasion of the 
property being sold, Mrs. Lane applied for payment of 
the £1,000 secured to her under the marriage settlement; 
but her claim was resisted by the respondent, on the 
ground that his mortgage was registered prior to the 
marriage settlement. In answer to this case the ap- 
pellant sought to establish her claim to priority by 
forcing Mr. Eyre with constructive notice of the settle- 
ment; and also that the denomination of land men- 
tioned in the settlement was not included in the lands 
mortgaged to the respondent. The court below decided 
that there was no such notice as contended for by the 
appellant, from which ruling the present appeal was 
brought.

COURT OF CRIMINAL APPEAL. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron, Chief Justice Monahan ; 
Judges Christian, Ball, and Keogh; Barons Hughes 
and Fitzgerald.) 
The Queen v. Stephenson.“ 
Mr. Johnston opened the cause of appeal in this case 
It appeared that in July last, Stephenson was indicted 
and tried before the assistant-barrister of the county 
Down, for a grievous bodily assault upon a bailiff, 
named Hughes, who was one of four bailiffs 
named in the Sheriffs warrant to seize, under 
a civil bill decree, a horse, the property of the 
respondent, Stephenson. The traverser was found 
guilty of the assault, but upon another question being 
submitted to the jury whether if the warrant were in- 
valid, and that Hughes had no right to seize the horse, 
the traverser used more viclence than was necessary 
in order to retain hisown property. The jury nega- 
tived any extra assault, and stated there was no more 
force used than was necessary for the purpose. With re- 
spect to the invalidity of the warrant, it was objected, on 
the part of the traverser that the execution of the decree, 
by John Hughes was unlawful, because bis place 
of residence was not set forth in the warrant; next that 
there were four bailiffs named in the warrant in place 
of two; and another ground was, thatif the residence 
of the bailiff Hughes was given at all, it was given as 
of Newry, although he did not live in Newry, but 
several miles distant from that town. 
Mr. Monahan appeared for the Crown, in support of 
the validity of the warrant. 
The Lord Chief Baron delivered the judgment of the 
court, and said that as any doubt he had on the case when 
it was opened had been removed by the argument of 
Mr. Monahan, who had clearly shown, from the 
authorities he referred to, that the visions of the civil 
Bill Act did what the case were directory, and 
not mandatory, they should disallow the appeal.

Murray v. Comyn. 
This case came before the court ſor judgment. The 
action was brought by the plaintiff as public officer of 
the Provincial Bank, to recover a sum of £320, alleged 
to be due by the defendant to the banking company for 
money to have been lent by the piaintiff to 
the defendant. The plaint was demurred to, and the 
ground of demurrer was that whereas the plaintiff sued 
only as public officer of the bank, as he averred in his 
plaint, not stating that he lent it as public officer, but 
leaving it to be inferred that he lent it in his private

The Queen v. Henry Grattan Curran, J.P.

That order was served upon 
the parties, andon the 29th of October, 1859, an affidavit 
was made by Mr. Curran, to show cause against making 
that conditional order absolute. The facts of the case 
have been already reported. Mr. James Whelan, on 
whose behalf it was sought to have the crder quaslied, 
was a cattle dealer, and upon the 14th June last, he 
purchased a pig from a man named Farrell, for 
£2, at the fair of Strokestown. He purchased 
it without warranty, and on examining it after- 
wards he found it measled, and under the 
circumstances refused to pay for it. Farrell, from whom 
the purchase had been made, insisted on obtaining pay- 
ment, which the latter refused to do, and on the matter 
being brought before Mr. Curran, resigent magistrate, it 
was alleged he made an order committing Whelan to 
bridewell; he was taken to bridewell, where 
he was detained for about an hour, and was sub- 
sequently brought before the petty sessions court, 
where it was stated Mr. Curran entered something 
in a book. Whelanalleged he was taken to a yard 
where he had his pigs, and was obliged by the police 
to point them out, and that two of the pigs were sold 
for the amount claimed by Farrell. The petty sessions 
clerk sent up an order purporting to be the order by 
which Whelan was committed to bridewell, for 
refusing to pay the £2. A memorandum was at the 
end of the order, stating that the above was a copy 
as given in the order book, but that Mr. Curran did not 
make it. Mr. Curran, upon the 19th October, filed 
an affidavit admitting what took place in reference to 
the refusal of Whelan to pay for the pig, and that, 
upon inquiring into the facts of the case, he intimated 
to Whelan he should pay the amount as claimed. Mr. 
Curran’s case substantially was, that he never made 
such an order as was complained of, and certified that 
after hearing both parties, he made a verbal order in the 
presence of the parties that Whelan should pay the £2, 
which he refused to do, and that then he adjourned to 
the petty sessions court, and made an order, a copy of 
which was annexed; and further certified that the origi- 
nal of such document’ was not in hiscustody. He also 
stated that theclerk of petty sessions, without his know- 
ledge or consent, kept acertain record of what he consi- 
dered to be the substance of the order made, but which 
he was ‘not present at. Counsel submitted they were 
entitled to have the application granted, inasmuch as 
the order which appeared upon the petty sessions book, 
being illegal, and contrary to authority, foutside the ju- 
risdiction of the court, should be quashed. 

Mr. Sidney (with whom was Mr. Serjeant Fitzgibbon) 
argued in support of the order as it appeared u the 
face of the petty sessions book. He contended it was 
not an order at all within the meaning of the act ; that 
the record of the order was devisable in its nature, and 
though portion of it might be bad, the remaining por- 
tion was good, and that there was no principle of law 
which could expunge that portion of the record which 
stated what the magistrate had-done on the occasion. 

The arguments of counsel had not concluded when 
the court rose. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Yesterpay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Johnson v. Cridland. 

Mr. Woodroofe applied for liberty to plead specially 
in this case, which was an action of slander. The plain- 
tiff is the proprietor of a hotel in Queenstown, and he 
complained that the defendant had represented that he 
had disposed of his hotel, though, for the present, hé 
had made arrangements for carrying on the business ; 
that the plaintiff was paying nobody, as he was making 
a purse, with which he intended to leave the country. 
He also complained that the defendant stated he had lost 
a large sum on a cricket match, and that he was in great 
difficulties, and was deeply indebted to tradesmen ; from 
which statement he inferred that the defendant meant 
to represent that he was in the habit of gambling, and 
had, in consequence of his losses, damaged his credit. 

The Court granted liberty to traverse the speaking of 
the words, and also to traverse their defamatory sense, 
and, by way of justification, to plead that some of the 
words were spoken under the sanction of an oath in the 
Court of Bankru tey. 

alshe v. Fitzpatrick. 

Mr. Murphy, applied on the part of the defendant to 
change the veuue in this case from Dublin to Cork. 
The action was brought by the plaintiff, a shoemaker, 
residing at Freemount, in the county of Cork, against the 
defendant, who is a National schoolmaster in the same 
place, for having caused the sewerage of his house to 
flow into a stream which passes the house of the 
plaintiff, thereby rendering the water unfit for use. 
Counsel grounded his application on the fact of the 
witnesses who were to be examined being resident in 
the county of Cork, and that the defendant could not 
afford te pay the expenses which would be attendant on 
bringing them to Dublin. 

Mr. Collins opposed the motion, urging that it was 
necessary to have a speedy determination of the case, 
and that the comparative expense was a matter of little 
importance, when the other circumstances in the case 
were considered. 

The Court refused the motion, the Lord Chief Justice 
stating that he would put the case first on the nisi prius 
list, and would only allow the expenses of those wit- 
nesses whom he considered necessary. 

' Tingey r. Roxby. 

Mr. Cox (with whom was Mr. Sullivan, Q.C.) applied 
that the defendant's attorney, Mr. Bendon Scott, be 
made responsible to Mr. Rosenthal, the plaintiff's at- 
torney, for the debt and the costs of the proceedings 
which he bad instituted against the defendant, who was 
a, captain in the 55th Regiment.

CONSOLIDATED NISI PRIUS COURT—YESTERPAT. 

(Before Mr. Baron Gre ne.) 
Powis and James v. Boag. 

The action in this case was instituted for the recovery 
of a sum of £34 3s. for goods sold and delivered on foot 
of a certain account. The defence was a traverse of 
the cause of action. The plaintiffs averred that the de- 
fendant received from them a new machine, called an 
é“ endless hand-sawing machine,” on the terms that if 
it were not approved within a reasonable it was 
to be sent back. Some time elapsed, and nothing having 
been heard of an application was made for the payment 
of the amount, namely, the price of the machine. A 
reply was given to this application that Mr. James 
Boag, with whom the negociations had been car- 
ried on, had no authority to purchase the machine 
without the consent of his mother. The defence was, 
that the machine was left with the defendant for the

Mr. Heron moved on the part of the plaintiff, who is 
a minor, and appeared by his curatrix, that one of the 
defendants, Eva Thompson, be ordered to file an affidavit 
of scripts, inasmuch as the affidavit which had been filed 
by her husband, the other defendant, was insufficient, 
he not knowing the facts; otherwise, that the plea for 
the defendant, Alexander Thompson, be set aside. 

Mr. Nelligan, who appeared for Alexander Thompson, 
stated that the other defendant was separated from her 
husband, and had refused to to fle any affidavit of scripts; 
but submitte d that his client should not on that account 
be precluded from taking defence. 

The Court ordered that the plea of Alexander Thomp- 
son be amended, by making it the plea of both defen- 
dants, and that he should pay the costs of the motion. 

Campbell „. Robinson, 

This case stood over from a former day, and was an 
application for a new trial on the part of the plaintiff. 

Dr. Townsend addressed the court in reply for the 
defendant, showing cause against the conditional order 
being made absolute for a new trial.
